L I B E R T Y B E L L ’S C R A C K 
IS B E C O M IN G E N L A R G E D . 


The crack in the Liberty Bell has 
been enlarged and lengthened; and, 
in the i>ar that the priceless relic 
may become 
more 
seriously 
dam­ 
aged. even if it does not actually fall 
apart, four automobile 
jacks 
have 
been placed under it in order to re­ 
lieve, in some measure, the strain 
on the hanging support at the top. 
Each jack lias a supporting capacity 
of four tons and heavy felt pads havt 
been put between the jacks and the 
bell so tha* the metal will not be 
jarred by the slightest tremor, says 
the New York World 
City officials are alarmed at 
the 
continual enlargement of the crack 
Microscopic examinations and mathe­ 
matical 
measurements 
have 
estab 
lished the fact that the new crack 
extending from the top of tne old 
crack has increased in length, until 
it now reaches 
diagonally 
around 
about one-quarter of the bell’s 
cir­ 
cumference. 
A gradual widening pf 
the new crack also has been noticed 
The authorities say they are con 
vinced that the projected trip of the 
Liberty Bell to the 
Panama-Pacific 
exposition would be fatal.

Columb us, June 11.—The tax Ques­ 
tion is just now uppermost in every 
part of Ohio. 
In many instances the 
loca^ taxing officials and the state tax 
commission are locking horns, 
the 
local officials 
in 
some places are 
arguing that there can't b e much of 
a decrease in the tax rate during the 
ensuing year b ecause the duplicate of 
last year must b e used as a b asis of 
computation b y b udget 
commissions. 
.The state tax commission 
has 
just 
issued an answ er to these arguments. 
It holds that the contention of some 
taxing officials ab out last year's dupli­ 
cates b eing used ag a 
standard 
of 
computation is all 
wrong; 
that 
in­ 
stead of using last year's duplicates 
to figure from the taxing officials must 
use ^his year's duplicates and that 
they 
must give the taxpayer the ad­ 
vantage of w hatever 
increase 
there 
may b p in the duplicate of 19 14 over 
19 13. If the new duplicates are taken 
as standards, the state commission 
argues that there will b e a decreae 
in the tax rate all over the state. The 
state commission is showing the local 
officials also that 
owing 
to 
the 
changes in the taxing laws, the b ud­ 
get commissions will meet this year 
to fix the tax rate on the first Mon­ 
day in August instead of the first Mon­ 
day of June as heretofore. 
The fur­ 
ther time allowance will give heads 
of departm ents in the various taxing 
districts a longer period and a b etter 
opportunity to make out their 
esti­ 
mate of expenses.
